Convenience. 


The special committee of the Coun- 
cilon street numbering, consisting of 
Messrs. Bonsall and Shafer, met at the 
City Hall yesterday, together with 
School Superintendent Friesner, to 
consider the proposed change. The 
present system is very faulty, and has 
a tendency to mislead, and it is pro-

thought that thiscan be obviated 
leaving these names as they are an 
skipping a number, bat whether this 
will werk in practice will have to be 
demonstrated.

Superintendent 
Friesner has taken a great deal of in- 
terest in the matter, and thinks that it 
should be done at once, as it is impos- 
sibie to tell, half the time. without con- 
suiting a map, in what school district 
children are when they apply for ad- 
mission to the public schoois.

SUPPRESSING AND DISTORTING 


Tyne Tribune’s report of the Grand 
Army meeting for the investigation of 
the management of the Soldiers’ Home 
at Santa Monica was a conspicuous ex- 
ample of the dishonest journalism 
which is a characteristic of that sheet. 

The examination made at the home 


on Saturday by the committee was not 


reported accurately by the Tribune, 
nor was the open meeting at night. 
That sheet purposely omitted to state 
little that could be construed as favor- 
able to Gov. Treichel, but contrived to 
show, with animus and exaggeration, 
all that was unfavorable. For in- 
stance, an argument against him was 
made on the charge that he had not 


allowed the national flag to fly. It 


was shown in the meeting that the flag- 
staff had been blown down, and that 
the Governor had ordered a new staff, 
which is now at San Pedro. This fact 
was left severely alone in the report 
by the Tribune. 

William R. Roberts, the commissary 
sergeant, was raked over the coals as 
having been the instigator of the 
charges against Gov. Treichel. In the 
Tribune he is quoted, among other 
things, as saying that I never made 
an official report to the treasurer nor 
to the Governor.”’ 

The report of the Tribune failed to 
state that Gov. Treichel delicately de- 
clined to go. with fhe committee 
through the home, and gave thema 
chance to investigate freely and with- 
out his intervention. 

Little, in fact, of the testimony was 
given by the Tribune. It gave the ro- 
port of the night meeting at which 
resolutions were adopted; but the 
testimony was left severely alone. 
None of the old soldiers were quoted 
correctly. The only man whose words 
were given were those of Commissary 
Sergeant William R. Roberts. 

The denials of those who had said 
that the Tribune’s statements were 
false, were not printed; they were 
dropped. Everything that could be 
used to the detriment of Gov. Treichel 
was used, and everything that re- 
dounded to his credit was left unsaid. 

The report of the meeting was not 
impartial, but partisan, and Gov. 
Treichel was not given a fair chance. 
The adverse and choleric language. 
used by the advocates of the Govern- 
or’s removal was given in full, and the 
benefit of a fair hearing before the 
public was denied him, as far as the 
limited circulation of the Tribune 
could make it so. 

The Tribune claims, with utter dis- 
regard of the truth, that the committee 
was instructed, besides laying its re- 
port before the Board of Managers of 
the National Home, to “formulate 
charges” against Gov. Treichel. No 
such action was taken. 

The speeches of Col. Dunkelberger 
and Gen. E. P. Johnson were not re- 
ported; not even a brief mention was 
made. There never was a more unfair 
8 a meeting made. The gar- 
bling was not done 


table and took full hotes of the meet- 
ing. The elision must have been made 


the reporter of the Tribune turned in 
his copy. 

Never was there anything more un- 
fair or vindictive than the report of 
this reckless and vicious paper. The 
testimony elicited was taken by the re- 
porter, as can be proved, but revised 
at the office, and everything left out 
that even gave the name of an oppo- 
nent of ‘“‘Smoothy’s”’ conspiracy.

your merchandise, and your mechan- 
ism and to work, and you come back 
again—and often yith an indifferent 
heart you puss through the streets. 
Are there no things for us to learn 
from these pavements over which we 
pass? Arethere no tufts of truth 
growing up between these cobble- 
stones, beaten with the feet of toil, 
and pain, and pleasure, the slow tread 
of old age, and the quick step of child- 
hood? Aye, there are great harvests 
to be reaped; and now I thrust in the 
sickle because the harvest is ripe. 
„Wisdom crieth without, she uttereth 
her voice in the streets.“ 

In the tirst place, the street impresses 
me with the fact that this life is a 
scene of toil and struggle. By 10 
o’clock every day the city is jarring 
with wheels, and shuffling with test, 
and humming with voices, and covered 
with the breath of smokestacks, and a 
rush with traffickers. Onceina while 
you find a man going along with folded 
arms and with leisurely step, us 
though he had nothing to do; but for 
the most part, as you fiud men goin 
down these streets on the way to busi- 
ness, there is anxiety in their faces, as 
though they had some errand which 
must be executed at the first possible 
moment. You are jostied by those 
who have bargains to make and notes 
Up tiis ladder with a hod of 
bricks, out of this bank with a roll of 
bills, on this dray with a load of goods, 
digging a celiar, or shingling a roof, or 
shoeing a horse, or building a wall, 
or mending a watch, or binding a book. 
Industry, with her thousand arms and 
thousand eyes, and thousand feet, goes 
on singing her song of work! work! 
work! while che mills drum it, and the 
steam whistles fife it. All thie is not 

men love . toil, ne 
man is as lazy as 
he can afford to be. But it is because 
necessity, with stern brow and with 
— whip, stands over them ready 
whenever they relax their toil to make 
their shoulders sting with the lash. 
Can it be that passing up and down 
these streets on your way to work and 
business that you do not learn any- 
thing of the world's toil, and anxiety, 
and struggle? Oh! how many droop- 
ing hearts, how many eyes on the 
waich, how — miles trav- 
eled, how many burdens carried, 
how many losses. suffered, how 
many baities fought, how many vic- 
tories gained, how many defeats suf- 
fered, how many exasperations en- 
dured—what losses, what hunger, what 
wretchedness, what pallor, what dis- 
ease, what agony, what despair! Some- 
times I have stopped at the corner of 
the street as the multitudes went 
hither and yon, and it has seemed to 
be a great pantomime, and as I looked 
upon it my beart broke. This great 
tide of human life that goes down the 
street is a rapid, tossed and turned 
aside, and dashing ahead, and driven 
back—beautiful in its confusion, and 
contused in its beauty. In the car- 
peted aisles of the forest, in the woods 
from wiich the eternal shadow is 
never lifted, on the shore of the sea 
iron coast tosses the 
tangled“foam sprinkling the cracked 
cliffs with a baptism of whirlwind and 
tempest, is the best place to study 


God; but in the rushing, swarming, 


raving street is the best place to study 
man. Going down to your place of 
business and coming home again, I 
charge you look about—see these sigus 
of poverty, of wretchedness, of hunger, 
of sin, of bereavement—and as you go 
through the streets, and come back 
through the streets, gather up in the 
arms ot your prayer all the sorrow, all 
the losses, al! the suffering, all the be- 
reavements of those whom you pass, 
and present them in prayer before an 
all-sympatietic God. Then in the 
great day of eternity there will be 
thousauds of persons with whom you 
in this world never exchanged ‘one 
word, will rise up and call you blessed; 
and there will be a thousand fingers 
pointed at you in heaven, saying: 
That is the man, that is the woman, 
who helped me when I was hungry, 
and sick, and wandering, and lost, and 
heart-broken. That is the man, that 
is the woman, and the blessing will 
come down upon you as Christ shall 
say: I was hungry and ye fed Me, I 
was naked and ye elothed Me, I was 
sick and in prison and ye visited Me; 
inasmuch as ye did it to these poor 
waifs ofthe streets, ye did it to Me.” 

Again, the street impresses me with 
the fact that all classes and conditions 
of society must commingle. We some- 
times culture a wicked exclusiveness. 
Intellect despises ignorance. Reflne- 
ment will have nothing to do with 
beorishness. Gloves hate the sun- 
burued hand, and the high forehead 
despises the flat head; and the trim 
hedgerow will have nothing to de with 
the wild copsewood, and Athens hates 
Nazareth. This ought not to be so. 
‘The astronomer must come down from 
his starry revelry and help us in our 
navigation. The surgeon must come 
away from his prin, Base the human or- 
ganism and set our broken bones. The 
chemist must come away from bis 
laboratory, where he bas been 
studying analysis and 
and help us to understand the nature 
of the soils. I bless God that 
all classea of people are compelled to 
meet on the street. The glittering 
coach-wheél ciashes agaiust the scav- 
enger’s cart. Fine robes run against 
the peddler's pack. Robust health 
meets wan sickness. Honesty con- 
fronts fraud. Every class of people 
meets every other class. Independence 
and modesty, pride and humility 
urity and beastliness, frankness and 
ypocrisy. meeting on the same block. 
in the same street,in the same city. 
Ohl that is what Solomd meant when 


ho gaia: “The rich and poor meet is, 


synthesis, 


together; the Lord is the Maker of them 
all.“ I like this democratic principie 
of the gospel of Jeaus Christ which 
recognizes the fact that we stand be- 
fore God on one and the same plat- 
form. Do not take on any airs; what- 
ever position you have * in so- 
ciety, you are nothing but a man, born 
of the same parent, regenerated by the 
same Spirit, clean in the same 
blood, to lie down in the same dust, to 
get up in the same resurrection. It ig 
‘high time that we all Seen tat 
not only the Fatherhood of God, but 
the brotherhood of man. 

Again, the street impresses me with 
the fact thatit is a very hard thing 
for a man to keep his heart right and 
to get to heaven. Infinite tempta- 
tions spring upon us from these places 
of public concourse. Amid so much affin- 
ence, bow much temptation to covet- 
ousness, and to be discontented with 
our humble lot. Amid so many oppor- 
tunities for over-reaching, what temp- 
tation to extortion. Amid so much 
display, what temptation to vanity. 
Amid so many saloons of strong drink, 
what allurement to dissipation. In 
the maelstroms of the street, how 
many make quick and eternal ship- 
wreck. Ifa man-ef-war comes back 
from a battle, and is towed into the 
navy-yard, we go down to look at the 
splintered spars, ang count the bullet- 
holes, and look with patriotic admira- 
tion on the flag, that floated in victory 
from the masthead. But that man is 
more of a curiosity who has gone 
through thirty years of thesharpshoot- 
ing of business life, and yet sails on, 
victor over the temptations of the 
street. Oh, bow many have gone 
down under the pressure, leaving not 
so much as the patch of canvas to tell 
ey never had 
any peace. Their dishonesties kept 
tolling in theirears. If I had an axe, 
and could split open the beams of that 
fine house, perhaps I would find in the 
very heart of it a skeleton. In bis 
very best wine there is a smack of 
poor man’s sweat. Oh, is it strange 
that, when a man has devoured wid- 
ows’ houses, he is disturbed with in- 
digestion? All the forces of Nature 
are against him. The floods are ready 
to drown him, and the earthquake to 
swallow him, and the fires to consume 
him, and the lightnings to smite 
him. Butthe children of God are on 
every street, and in the day when the 
crowns of heaven are distributed, some 
of the brightest of them will be given 
to those men who were faithful to 
God, and faithful to the souls of 
others, amid the marts of business, 
proving themselves the heroes of the 
street. Mighty were their tempta- 
tions, mighty was their deliverance, 
and mighty shall be their triumph. 
Again, the stréet impresses me with 
the fact that life is full of pretension 
and sham. What subterfuge, what 
double dealing, what two-facedness. 
Do ali ee le who wish you good morn- 
ing really hope for you a happy day? 
Do all the people who shake hands 
love each other? Are all those anxious 
about your health who inquire concern- 
ing it? Do all want to see you who ask 
ou to call? Does all the world know 
alf as much as it pretends 
know? Is there not many a wretch 
stock of goods with a brilliant show 
window? Passing up and down these 
streets to your business and your work, 
are you not impressed with the fact 
that much of society is hollow, and 
that there are subterfuges and preten- 
sions? Ohl how many tbere are who 
4 and strut, and how few 
ple are natural and walk. hile 
ops simper, and fools chuckle, and 
simpletous Riagle, how few people are 
natural and laugh. The courtesan 
and the libertine go down the street in 
autiful apparel, while within their 
heart there are volcanoes of passion 
consuming their life away. I say these 
things not tocreate in you incredulity 
or misanthropy, nor do 1 forget there 
are thousands of people a great deal 
better than they seem; but I do not 
think any man is prepared for the 
conflict of this life until he knows this 
particular * Ehud comes pretend- 
ing to pay his tax to King Eglon, and 
while he stands in front of the King, 
stabs him through with a dagger until 
the haft went in after the blade. 
Judas Iscariot kissed Christ. 
Again, the street impresses me with 
the fact that it is a great “fleld for 
Christian charity. There are hunger 
and suffering and want and wretched- 
ness in the country; but these evils 
chiefly congregate iu our great cities. 
On evory street crime prowls, and 
drunkenness stagger:, and shame 
winks, and pauperism thrusts out its 
hand asking.for alms. Here want is 
most squalid and hunger is most lean. 
A Christian man going along a street

in New Tork saw a poor lad, and he 
stopped and said: My boy, do you 
know how to read and write?’ The 


boy made no answer. The man asked 
the question twice and thrice: Can 
you read and write?” And then the 
boy answered, with a tear plasbhing on 
the back of his hand. He said in defi- 
ance: No, sir; I can’t read nor write, 
neither. God, sir, don’t want me to 
read and write. .Didn’t He take away 
my father so N ago I never remem- 
ber to have seen him? And haven't I 
bad to go along tue streets to get 
something to fetch home to eat for the 
folks? And didn’t I, as soon as I could 
carry a basket, have.to go out and pick 
up cinders aud never have no schooling, 
sir? God don’t want me to read, sir. 
I can’t read nor write, neither.“ Oh, 
thess poor wanderers! They have no 
chance. Born in degradation, as they 
get up from their hands and knees to 
walk they take their first step on the 
road to despair. Let us go forth in 
the name of the Lord Jesus Christ to 
rescue them. It you are not willing to 
go forth yourself, then give of your 
means; and if you are too lazy to go, 
and if you are too stingy to heip, then 
get out of the way and hide your- 
self in the dens and caves of 
the earth, lest, wnen Christ's chariot 
comes along, the horses’ hoofs trample 
you into the mire. Beware, lest the 
thousands of the destitute of your 
city, in the last great day, rise up and 
curse your stupidity and your neglect. 
One cold winter’s day, as a Christian 
man was going along the Battery in 
New Ycrk, he sawa little girl seated 
at the gate, shivering in the cold. He 
said to her: My child, what do you 
i sit there for, this cold day?” 
she replied, *‘I am waiting—I am wait- 
ing for somebody to come and take 
care of me.“ Why,“ said the man

come and take caréof you?” „Oh.“ 
she said. my mother died last week 
aud I was crying very much, and she 
_ said, ‘Don’t cry, my dear; though I am 
gone, and your father is gone, the 
Lord will send somebody to take care 
of you,’ My mother never told a lie;

them to come.“ Oh, yes; they are 
waiting for you.

Lastly, the street impresses me with 
the fact that all the people are looking 
forward.

NEWCOMERS INVESTIGATING THE PRO-

THE PALus, Sept. 14.—[{Correspond- 
ence of THe Times.} Hardly daring 
to credit the statements made in the 

icle, “Orcharding,” in Tue Times 
of September Ist, a party of visitors 
from Nebraska drove out to Mr. Isaac 
Boyer’s place on Thursday of this 
week and there verified all that had 
been asserted. They have gone back 
totheir homes clearly convinced, as 
they expressed it, that this valley, in 
all that pertains to the growth of fruit, 
vegetables and general farm products, 
is greatly superior to anything east of 
the Rockies. They were particularly

Fertile 
naturally drained, with a porous soil 
and nobie prospect, it is an excellent 
location, aside from the marvelous 
salubrity of its climate. But with the 
climate taken into consideration, there 
isno other site mentioned that can 
compare with it. 

This pass is u natural sahitarium. It 
has tbe aridity of the desert, that 
stretches fur 150 miles to the east; it 
hus the equabie temperature of the 
coust, whose influence reaches here; it 
has the pure and rare atmosphere of 
the mountains in whose midst it is 
hung. Its altitude is 2500 feet, vet 
oranges grow against its fvothills. Not 
a trace ef malaria is in the air.

Tour opinion would the San Gorgonio 
45 Pass be à desirable place, compared 
with the San Bernardino Valley, for 
the location of an insane asylum?” he 
said: Dec dedly, yes. Mixsmutic dis- 
eases appear in the San Bernardino 
Valley. San Bernardino itself and its 
outlying districts are occasionally vis- 
ited by typhoid and malarial torms. 
Diseases of that character are unknown 
in the San Gorgonio Pass, except as an 
occasional importation. The question 
of temperature is especially important 
to those whom necessity requires to be 
retty closely housed during the en- 
ire summer season. The summer 
tempera ure of Banning will average 
from 7° to 10° lower than that of Col- 
tou; whereas, our winter temperature 
does not fall materialiy below that of 
Sau Bernardino. Sunshine is equal y 
as important to those sufferin 
from nervous diseases as to physica 
tients. The prevalence of fog in 
e San Bernardino Valley is too well 
' known to admit of question. In this 
have practical exemption from 
t. As a result the average amount of 
sunshine during each day is much 
ater here than there. This whole 
Bernardino Valle 
the hich winds, termed northers, that 
find access to it through the Cajon 
Pass. Banning and vicinity is shielued 
from these cold-wind currents by the 
high range of mountains on the north. 
Probabiy no other one climatic ele- 
ment is 80 irritating and at the same 
time so depressing to hose who suffer 
from mental and nervous depressions 
as these highly-electrified currents of 
air. In San Gorgonio Pass, during the 
winter season, we have the warm, 
sedative breezes from the desert, 
while during the summer our temper- 
ature is modified by the sea breeze, 
which yet carries no fog to this dis- 
tance inland. Tue natural drainage 
of our mountain pass is perfect. The 


soil is- a loose gravelly loam, pervious | 


to — 28 and sloping gradually to the 
south. 
To inmates of an insane asylum 
certain climatic conditions are rec- 
ognized by all authorities as eminently 
desirable, to wit: perfect drainage, 
freedom from excess of moisture in 
land or air, equable temperature, 
reasonable altitude, absenceof malaria, 
absence of highly-electrifled air cur- 
rents and sunshine. The most of 
these conditions obtain in this pass 
more perfectly than in any other place 
of which I have knowledge on this con- 
tinent; and all of them obtain more 
rfectly than in any other place in 
is county. 

Tbe truth of the Doctor's statements 
concerning this extraordinary spot is 
confirmed in the rersons ot scores of 
residents here, who have found this

Nota drop ot rain 
has fallen on this corn since April 
last, except alight shower two weeks 
ago, which of course did not benefit it 
any. Nor has irrigation been resorted 
to py any of these farmers. : 

Mr. Henry Lowe, whe owns 55 acres 
about-two miles west of The Palms, has 
been experimenting with mangel- 
wurzel, as a food for cattle, and in 
every sense the effort has more than 
met his expectations. Some of these 
plants—resembling beets—are of enor- 
mous size—perhaps 21 or 8 feet long 
by 10 inches in diameter at the thickest 
point. He estimates 80 tons to the acre, 
as au average yield.

NOTABLE HISTORICAL EVENTS 
OF THIS DATE, 


A Revolutionary Skirmish—Fahren 
heit—James IL of England 
Charles V. of France—The Burn- 
ing of Moscow. ; 


The British advance guard under 
Col. Leslie, on the morning af Septem- 


now on the northern end of Central 
Park, New York city. Leslie’s force 
was composed of some British infantry 
und some Scoich Highlanders, with 
several pieces of artillery. Descend- 
ing to Hariem Plains, they were met 
by some Virginia troops under Maj. 
Leitch and some Connecticut Rangers 
under Col. Knowlton. A sharp skir- 
mish ensued, and Washington soon 
came up with reinforcements, consist- 
ing of Maryland and New England 
troops. Gens. Putnam and Greene 
took part in the engagement to en- 
courage the men. The British were 
driven back to the rocky heights, where 
they were quickly reinforced by a de- 
tachment of Germans, when the Amer- 
icans fell back to Harlem Heights. In 
this spirited contest the Americans 
lost 60 men, including Leitch and 
Knowlton, who were killed. This af- 
fair made the British more cautious. 
FAHRENHEIT. 
The name of Gabriel Daniel Fahren- 


by his invention of a thermometer, 
which has since come into general use. 
He was born in Dantzic, and having 
failed as a merchant, and ——— a 
turn for mechanics, began making 
thermometers for a living. He at first 
made his instruments with spirits of 
wine, but soon became convinced that 
mercury was a more suitable article to 
put in the tube. About the same time 
finding Dantzic too narrow a field for 


| his business he removed to Amsterdam. 


There about 1720, he completed ar- 
rangements for a mercury thermom- 
eter, very much as it das 
ever since been fashioned. His 
instruments speedily came into use 
throughout the world, everywhere car- 
rying his name along with them. 
ahrenheit’s idea was to mark on the 
tube the two points at which, respect- 
ively, water is congealed and boiled. 
He commenced, however, with 32°, be- 
cause he found that the mercury de- 
scended 82° more before coming to 
what is called the extreme cold, re- 
sulting from a mixture of ice, water 
andammoniac. Although other scales 
of graduation have been suggested, by 
far the larger part of civilized man- 
kind bad ears to the one proposed 4 
1 He died September 16. 


JAMES n., KING OF ENGLAND, 
whom the revolution of 1688 had ex- 
pelled from the throne, died at St. 
Germain, Paris, September 16, 1701. 
For more than twelve years he had 
lived upon a pension granted by the 
King ot France, but all his efforts to 
ain his crown had been dismal 
ures. 
CHARLES V., KING OF FRANCE, 
was the son of John II., and was born 
da 81, 1887. During the impris- 
onment of bis father in Enugiand, after 
the battle of Poitiers, September 19, 
1356, he was cailed the Dauphin, owing 
to the recent accession of Dauphine to 
the kingdom, a title by which the heir 
tothe French crown was ever after- 
ward known. Charles became King in 
1364, and under his rule the vigorous 
efforts of the bourgeoisie to deliver 
themselves from the tyranny of the 
nobles and the court, were partially 
successtul. His cautious policy res- 
cued the kingdom from its troubles 
and reéstablished the power of the 
crown, which had been badly shaken. 
War with England continued for a 
number of years, but with results 
highly favorable to Charles, who 
stripped bis enemies of all the con- 
uests in France, except s few forti- 
ed places. He died September 16, 
1380. This King built the Bastile, that 
fortress in Paria which four centurieg_ 
later was the first object of the fury of 
the — 1 — at the outbreak of the 
Fre Revolution. 

THE BURNING OF MOSCOW. 
The fatal burning of Moscow oc- 
curred on September 15, 1812. When 
Gen. Kutuzoff retreated after the de- 
feat at Borodino, the French proceeded 
to Moscow as rapidly as the care of 
the wounded. would permit. It was 
then that Count Rostopchin conceived 
the idea of. burning the city, the re- 
sponsibility of which as well as the 
honor rests entirely upon. At the mo- 
ment of leaving the town, Rostepchin 
ordered the prisons to be opened and 
the bideous crowd of condemned pris- 
oners jostled and mixed with the half 


forethe French. The Governor was 
the last to leave the city. Meantime, 
the French were rapidly approaching. 
Several ragged wretches with gloomy 
looks appeared on the turrets of the 
Kremlin and firedafew shots. “Let 
the head men of the town be brought 
to me,” said Napoleon. But there 
were no louger any head men and the 
door of the Kremlin bad to be burst 
open with cannon, before the old palace 
of the Czars could be rid of the 
wretches who had shut themselves up 
in it. On the morning of the 16th fire 
broke out in aspirit warehouse, and 
the officers blamed the stupidity of a 
drunken soldier for the accident. With 
a contrary wind all efforts to stop the 
flames were useless, and the wealth 
heaped up in the city was a prey to the 
fire and pillage. Three-fourths of the 
town of Moscow was destroyed and a 
hundred incendiaries taken in the act 
were shot. Provisions collected in the 
cellars for the winter were saved and 
were sufficient in amount to supply the 
French army for a long time. But the 
city in which Napoleon had expected 
to pass the winter was no longer ten- 
able, and the disastrous retreat which 
cost him his army became necessary.

AH HIM. 


A Bad Chinaman, Who Has Been in 
Hiding, is Captured. 

Charley Ah Him, the Chinaman 
wanted at Bakersfield for the part he 
took in the abduction of the girl Ab 
Yuk, while en route from Los Angeles 
to San Francisco, was captured by 
Constable Fred Smith and Detective 
Bowler yesterday atternoon, at a 
Chinese vegetable garden out on West- 
ern avenue, about six miles from the 
city. Him has been hanging about the 
city forthe past four or five weeks, 
and about three weeks ago narrowly 
escaped being murdered in Chinatown, 


about 100 heathens in the employ of 


Wong Che, the owner of the girl who 
was abducted, spending the entire 
night looking for him. Him 
managed to et out of the 
city, and took up his quarters at the 
é — where he was captured yester- 
ay. About a week ago Bowler got on 
his trail, but did not definitely locate 
him until Saturday night. Smith was 
also working on the case, and the two 
officers poo.ed issues and yesterday 
afternoon went out and got him. The 
heathen was taking a bach at the time, 
alld made no resistance. le was 
brought into the city, but was not 
taken to the jail, Constable Smith de- 
tailing a deputy to watch him. There 
are two charges against him, one for 
grand larceny, and the other for crimi- 
nal conspiracy. There is also a re- 
ward of $300 for his capture, $100 to be 
paid by Wong Che and $200 to be paid 
at Bakersfleld. Him will give bail as 
soon as the case caw be brought up. 
The case for which he is wantei isa 
rather sensational one, and caused a 
good deal of excitement at the time it oc- 
curred. The giri Ab Yuk is only about 
15 years, and is the property of Won 
Che, the keeper of a Chinese house o 
rostitution in this city, who bought 
— some time ago for $1170. Him made 
the acquaintance of the girl, and not- 
withstanding he has a wife and child, 
wanted to get possession of her. He 
was running a faro bank at Bakers- 
field at the time, but was kept fully 
posted about affairs here by bis friends 
so that when be learned that the girl 
San Francisco, he laid 
capture her. He was 
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arrested and taken off. Him promptly 
furnished bail for her, and she was 
turned over tohim. Che was notified 
of what had occurred, and at-once set 
to work to recover his stolen property. 
The girl bad never been in Bakersfield, 
and as it was shown that the char 
was a bogus one, the Deputy Constable 
who made the arrest was himself ar- 
rested. A large reward was of- 
fered for the girl, which was 
extensively advertised, and al- 
most eve officer on the coast 
was on the lookout for her. She was 
finally found in an old well near 
Bakersfield, where she had been con- 
cealed by her captors, for several days, 
with a big Chinaman guarding her. 
She was turned over to Che, who put 
her back in the house of prostitution, 
and the search for Hm was continued. 
All ot the girl’s jewelry had been 
taken from her, and it is for this that 
the complaint for grand larceny was 
issued. The charge of criminal con- 
spiracy is inesonnection with the 
Deputy Constable who assisted in get- 
ging the girl into the Chinaman’s pos- 
session. 

Him is one of the smartest China- 

men on the coast, and is well off finan- 
cially. He was the brains of the Ah 
Mow combination, that formerly ran 
the tan games in Chinatown, and is 
now interested in the Chinese Theater. 
He speaks good Englisb, and was for- 
merly interpreter in the courts, but 
was too smooth, and his services were 
dispensed with. He claims that the 
iri became smitten with him, and 
bat he offered to let her bave 81000 to 
purchase her freedom. but, when Che 
found out that she wanted to live with 
him, he raised the price to $2500. 
The case is a peculiar one, and will 
probably be investigated by the man- 
ager of the Girls’ Home, with a view 
to getting the girl out of the hands of 
her Chinese owners, and putting her 
in the mission at San Francisco.
